RECOGNITION OF DR. BABCOCK’S 
INVENTOR OF THE BUTTER 
FAT TEST. 


The comomnwealth has gladly ac- 
knowledged her obligation to the man 
who made this development possible. 
The legislature of 1899 passed a joint 
resolution providing that a medal be 


presented to Dr. Babcock as a testi- 
monial of his service to the state. 
This medal, designed and struck by 
Spinx & Son of London, was selected 
by a special legislative committee ap- 
pointed for this purpose and was pre- 
sented to him during the session of 
the Legislature of 1901. The medal 
bears the following inscription, “Rec- 
ognizing ithe great value to the people 
of this state and to the whole world 
of the inventions and _ discoveries 
of Professor Stephen Moulton Bab- 
cock of the University of Wisconsin, 
and his unselfish dedication of these 
inventions to the public service, the 
State of Wisconsin presents to Pro- 
fessor Babcock this medal.” 

In 1900 the dairymen of New Zea- 
land presented Dr. Babcock with an 
illustrated testimonial containing a 
number of water colors of New Zea- 
land scenes, In 1901 a similar testi- 
monial in the form of an oil painting, 
representing an Australian dairy 
scene, was received from he dairy- 
men of the provinces of Victoria and 
New South Wales. 

The original test machine was ex- 
hibited at the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position at Chicago in 1893, at the 
Paris Exposition in 1900, at the Pan- 
American Exhibition at Buffalo in 
1901, and at the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition at St. Louis in 1904. The 
highest honor, “The Grand Prize,” 
was awarded the Babcock test at 
both the Paris and St. Louis Exposi- 
tions. 

This is the record of achievement, 
historically as well as industrially, 
which marks the “coming of age” of 
the Baibcock test. As the achieve- 
ments of the mature man should out- 
weigh in importance the efforts of 
his early youth and early manhood, 
so may it confidently ibe expected that 
the influence of this simple device 
and what it stands for may continue 
to ke an increasing facter in the 
emancipation of the dairy industry 
from ignorance to scientific control, 
un‘il the dairymen of America put 
into general practice what is possi- 
ble to secure by its constant use.—

It is with not a little surprise that 
I read the report of the first annual 
sale at Woodcrest Farm as published 
in the practical Dairyman of June 6th. 
There have doubtless been larger 
crowds at some public sales, however, 
it is estimated that 500 people were 
on hand which I believe is a good 
average at public sales. 

The Dairyman was entirely correct 
in saying that the bidding was very 
slow and low in the morning, since 
as a matter of fact, no sales at all 
were made in the morning. As was 
advertised the sale commenced at ex- 
actly 12:30, at that time the 
first cow to be sold, Daisy Clothilde 
De Kol Woodcrest, stood before Mr. 
Hastings, during this remarks in 
opening the sale. 

Strange things do sometimes hap- 
pen, but nothing strange happened 
with Woodcrest Aleartra, who start- 
ed at $100, but did not stop until she 
had reached the $1000 mark. 
quite dark in color but the average 
of her first seven dams is above 30 
Ibs. If no Holstein-Friesian ever has 
a more pronounced Jersey rump than 
Woodcrest Alcartra breeders need 
not fear using them. At any rate 
Mr. Stickley preferred the cow in- 
cluding rump, better than. his $1000.

Alcartra sold for $10,000. As a mat- 
ter of fact the average was a bit bet- 
ter than $412, instead of $397 as re- 
ported in the Dairyman. 

The 21 bulls that were sold (only 
three very young ones ‘being omitted) 
though they did not bring the prices 
that they should, reached the $600 
mark and the bull that brought the 
lowest price of all, we predict, will 
do his owner more good than will 
Noble of Oaklands do Mr. Hazgin at 
fifteen thousand. 


Did anyone ever see (the editor of 
Dairyman not excepted) a finer show 
animal or a more ideal representative 
of the breed than Woodcrest Rachel? 
The fact that Mr. Stickley was will- 
ing to part with $1060 for her shows 
that he knows a good thing ‘when he 
sees it, Woodcrest Alcartra notwith- 
standing to the contrary. 

Those who attended this sale and 
saw the animals sold will not be mis- 
led by newspaper articles. Next 
year’s sale is already being planned, 
and, if possible, it will be as much 
better than this year’s sale, as 
this year’s sale was better than 
any sale ever before held. It 
possible that at times it became 
a litte noisy, but probably the auc- 
tioneers had forgotten that the editor 
of the Dairyman was present and be- 
ing ‘annoyed. We doubt if he ever 
attended a sale where ithe cattle were 
brought in more’ promptly and the 
sale conducied with as little inter- 
ruption through such a tremendous 
and long-continued downpour of rain 
as on the 29th of May at Woodcrest 
Farm.—Paul B. Misner.

GOOD COWS. 


The dairy cow is the foundation of 
the dairy business. It is extremely 
important that the dairy farmer un- 
derstand that all cows can not be 
made profitable animals by good feed 
and care The dairy herd should be 
composed of individuals that naturally 
are large and profitable producers. This 
natural ability of cows to produce 
and economically convert feeds into 
milk and butterfat is an inherited and 
inbred characteristic. If the cow 
does not have the milk-producing 
blood in her veins, it is needless to 
expend efforts and time in trying to 
get her to be an economic dairy cow 
by feed and care. The average an- 
nual production of the dairy cows in 
South Dakota is about 150 pounds of 
butter. As it costs about $35 per 
year to feed a cow it is readily seen 
that such a cow is not netting much 
profit, A cow should produce 200 
pounds of butter in one year to bea 
profitabe animal. This is a low yield, 
considering that many herds average 
400 pounds of butter per year. The 
world’s champion cow produced over 
1270 pounds of butter in one year. It 
will thus be seen that there is much 
room for improvement. 

The chief ways in which the dairy 
herd may be improved are as follows: 

First. The extremely poor milk- 
producing cows should be culled from 
the dairy herd as soon as possible. 

Second. The calves from such poor 
milkers should not be raised with @ 
view of making them members of the 
future dairy herd. Select heifer 
calves from only the best producing 
cows for the future dairy herd. 

Third, Good dairy cows may be 
purchased. However, all dairy herds 
could not be improved in this man- 
ner, as there would not be enough 
good cows to go around. Secondly, 
very few farmers have the neces- 
sary money to invest. Thirdly, it is 
difficult to buy good cows. The own

fabulous price. Fourth, ‘there is 
danger of importing contagious dis- 
eases into the herd. Except in few 
eases, this method of improving the 
dairy herd can not be said to be 
practicable for the average dairy 


farmer. e 


Fourth. The most practicable 
manner of improving the production 
of the dairy herd is to keep a good 
pure-bred dairy sire whose ancestors 
are and have been large and profit- 
able milk and ‘butter producers. It 
has been repeatedly demonstrated 
that the milk giving functions of the 
cow can be transmitted through the 
sire to the offspring, as well as 
through or from the dams. The se- 
lection of a good dairy sire is one of 
the greatest sources of additional 
wealth, and a factor so sure of large 
financial returns that it is sure to 
be used as a means of obtaining more 
profitable dairy herds. This has been 
demonstrated in various experiments. 

Fifth—Feed and care for the dairy 
herd in the best possible manner. The 
dairy cow is especially susceptible to 
out side undesirable influences con- 
trolled by man, such as exposure to 
cold and stormy weather, lack of 
proper feed and a sufficient amount of 
it, ice cold drinking water, and ex- 
citement tending to make the cows 
nervous. The dairy cow likewise re- 
sponds with an increased milk flow, 
if the dairyman provides for her the 
most favorable conditions, such as a 
g00d quality and variety of feeds 
properly balanced, shelter her from 
the cold and stormy weather, water 
her in the barn or heat the water in 
the tank by means of a tank heater, 
and treat here with kindness and con- 
sideration. 

It is a good business proposition to 
handle the dairy cow in the above des- 
cribed manner. The cows are kept 
aS a means through which we market 


our crops to obtain a higher price for 
our crops than we otherwise could, 
and without removing the fertility of 
our land. Since we keep the cows 
for this purpose, it stands to reason 
that any factor affecting the cows 
and which will increase the returns 
per ton of feed consumed should not 
be neglected. 

By practicing winter dairying we 
could turn every South Dakota farm 
into a continuous factory of human 
foods, producing the crops during the 
summer months, and then have the 
dairy cow transform or change these 
crops into concentrated expensive ar- 
ticles of human food, for which there 
is always a good demand, during the 
winter months, and at the same time 
enrich our land and ourselves.—C.

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FARM PRODUCE BY PARCEL 
POST. 
[From Consul Edwin Gunsgaulus, 


Johannesburg, South Africa.] 

A recent issue of South Africa de- 
tails as follows the advantages deriv- 
ed by both the producer and consum- 
er of farm products by ithe extension 
throughout the Union of South Africa 
of the agricultural parcel post: 

Among the benefits which were con- 
ferred on the agricultural community 
by the post-office act which recently 
came into operation was the exten- 
sion of what is known as the agvi- 
cultural parcel post throughout the 
Union. The system has been in force 
in the Transvaal for some time and 
has yielded a great deal of benefit to 
various classes, and its extension to 
the Union is, of course, a - decided 
march forward, bringing in its train 
increased facilities to the people of 
the Transvaal, who will be enabled to 
send parcels by this means to any of 
the Provinces, and offering facilities

The agricultural parcel post is very 
comprehensive in its range, and prac- 
tically means the conveyance at low 
rates of anything produced or :nanu- 
factured within the confines of the 
Union. The official description is 
“pareels containing articles produced, 
or, if manufactured, produced and 
manufactured in the Union of South 
Africa addressed to any place within 
the same (except Rhodes Drift, Piet- 
ersburg, which receives its corre- 
spondence from Tuli, in Rhodesia).” 
Among the articles which may thus 
be sent are butter, eggs, poultry, 
bread, biscuits, yeast, tea, dried 
meats, jam, honey, tobacco, cigarettes, 
dried and bottled fruits, confection- 
ery, plants, seeds and so on. Of 
course, the success of an institution 
of this kind depends very much on 
the scale of charges. 


Many people, no doubt, would like 
to get their butter, meat, and poultry 
direct from the producer. For. ex- 
ample, in Cape Town one of the great 
drawbacks to direct dealing with the 
farmer has been the cost and trouble 
of getting produce conveyed from 
him, but under the agricultural parcel 
post, at any rate, there should not be 
any difficulty on that score, for a 
parcel up to 11 pounds in weight will 
be carried to any part of the Union 
for 24 cents, The scale of postage is 
as follows: Up to 1% pounds, 6 
cents; over 14%, pounds and not more 
than 3 pounds, 12 cents; up to 6 
pounds, 16 cents; up to 9 pounds, 20 
cents; up to 11 pounds, 24 cents. 

In order to prevent fraud, the au- 
thorities require that a declaration 
shall be signed by the senders. Re- 
turned empties may also be sent »y 
this system. The original declaration 
label must be attached, indorsed ‘‘Re- 
turned empty,” and the empty parcels 
must be addressed to the person who 
signed the declaration. The experi-

DISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH IN 
HOLLAND. 


Recent statistics afford an idea of 
the manner in which wealth is dis- 
tributed in Holland. There are alio- 
gether 1,358 people who have incomes 
of $4,000 to $8,000 each, .representing 
a total income of about $7,000,000 an- 
nually. Another group has incomes 
rangins upward from $40,009 « year. 
There are 47 in this 3roup and their 
total income is about $3,509,000 per 
annum. 

It is further noted «hat Holian:1 has 
568 millionaires, who. individually 
possess at least $400,000 (American 
currency). Of these 568, there are 
302 with only. 1 million florins ($402,- 
000); 110 have 1% million to 2 mil- 
lion florins; 136 from 2 million to 5 
million florins; 15 from 5 million to 
10 million florins; and only 5 wiih 
over 10 million florins. The ayggre- 
gate capital of the 5 latter is 87 mil- 
lion florins ($34,974,000). One of the 
5 has a capital of 26 million florins 
($10,452,000), and is considered to be 
the richest man in Holland. He is 
engaged in business. All the others 
are active business men. 

In spite of Holland’s great wealth, 
it is not a country in which great 
fortunes have been amassed. A great 
feature of business here is the small 
establishments or the great corpori- 


tions in which sharpes are heid by 
many people. Much of the money 
Which this country loans abroad is 


the savings of the masses.—Consular 
Reports.

During the 
first five years of the decade the av- 
erage production aged Holstein-Frie-

sian cows on a seven day’s test was 
397.5 pounds of milk and 13.9. pounds 
of milk fat, while in the last five 
years of the decade, the average pro- 
duction of this class was 432.9 pounds 
of milk and 15.3 pounds of milk fat. 
This gain was due in large part to 
improved breeding, feeding and selec- 
tion of the dairy stock.—Pacific Dairy 
Review.
